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INTRODUCTION 

This bibliography is presented to the, teachers and students of 
physical training at the earnest request of the Physical Directors' 
Society of the Young Men's Christian Associations. A committee was 
appointed by the society at the World's Fair meeting in St. Louis in 
the summer of 1904. This committee consisted of J. H. McCurdy, 
J. H. Scott, and George T. Hepbron. They were instructed to pub- 
lish a physical training bibliography. J. H. Scott and George T. Hep- 
bron were made responsible for the raising of the funds necessary for 
publication. The financial committee secured over one hundred ad- 
vance orders for the book, and in addition subscriptions from the fol- 
lowing gentlemen: M. B. Rideout, W. Y. Reithard, George T. Hep- 
bron, W. H. Ball, W. G. Truex, George J. Fisher, M. D., C. R. H. 
Jackson, J. B. Modesitt, J. W. Waters, C. E. Beckett, Fred West,

Poole, M. D., George L. Meylan, M. D. The preparation of the 
bibliography was referred to J. H. McCurdy. 

The object of this work has been to present a subject index of the 
physical training literature which would be helpful to the physical 
director and other students of physical training. The inspiration for 
this work came from Mr. J. T. Bowne some sixteen years ago; the 
preparation of the material began in 1895. The first task was the ar- 
rangement of a method of classification; this was prepared jointly by 
J. T. Bowne and J. H. McCurdy. The third edition of the classifica- 
tion appears in this book. 

Librarians, physical directors, and students who use this bibliography 
should note that it may be used in connection with Dewey's "Decimal 
Classification." This classification is arranged primarily for physical 
training matter; with the exception of P100 — P199 it is an enlarge- 
ment of Dewey's 613.71. The material included in P100— P199 is 
covered by Dewey, but was placed in this classification because it 
was felt that many directors would not care to use the large classifica- 
tion used by librarians. Students with large general libraries should 
adopt Dewey's classification for all except the physical training section 
of their library. If Dewey's classification is used for the general sec- 
tions of the library, then the subjects included under P100— P199 
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should be excluded from the physical training classification, as they 
have ample space in Dewey's general classification. 

The sources of physical training literature are widely scattered, and 
this has vastly increased the labor of preparation. Some of the chief 
sources of information have been the books in the International 
Young Men's Christian Association Training School library, the files 
of the Bibliographica Medica, Concilium Bibliographicum, American In- 
dex Medicus, Surgeon-General's Index of the United States Govern- 
ment, and of Poole's Periodical Index. The various book indexes were 
also examined. Considerable valuable matter was found scattered 
through the various general bibliographies. The technical physical 
training magazines have not as a rule been classified by the general 
periodical indexes. Valuable material has also been found in some 
of the college magazines, particularly the Harvard Graduate Maga- 
zine. No bibliography is ever complete. It is hoped the publication 
of this book will stimulate others to continue the work. A careful 
study of the references to the beginnings of physical training in 
various localities would stimulate a deeper interest in the subject. 
The study of the movement in Boston is an example of what might 
be done. (See American Physical Education Review, March, 1897.) 
I am indebted to Dr. A. T. Halsted and Mr. G. B. Affleck for their co- 
operation. Mr. Elmer Berry gave material assistance in the prepara- 
tion of the historical section. Dr. W. T. Porter and Dr. Theodore 
Hough gave assistance in the parts on the physiology of exercise and 
hygiene. Dr. George L. Meylan helped with the French titles and 
suggested valuable additions to the section on anthropometry. I am 
indebted to Dr. Luther Halsey Gulick for inspiration in the beginnings 
of this work.

In the more than two hundred and fifty sub-classes it is 
believed a place will be found for anything bearing upon the 
subject — books, pamphlets, newspaper cuttings, notes, circu- 
lars, pictures, charts, apparatus, etc. 

Whether a collection of material be large or small, its thor- 
ough classification will greatly increase its usefulness, and 
often make apparent for the first time its resources. Such a 
classification also furnishes in itself a subject catalog of all 
matter outside of collected works.
